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12 euery care) ſo weighty in deed,(as dr aW= 
ing, ON great IE Is fo remarK- 
ible in conſideration , (45 thar our Engliſh 
Nation may make good v{c thereot) which 
n this my plaineſt manner, aftecting more 
rveritatss candorem, then ornamenta artis , 1 
otter to your peruſall ; praying alwell your 
pardon, where I donot {atisfie your curious 
eye,as your acceptation of my good: nten- 
ton, though I come ſhort of your expe- 
Ctation. 

I hold it notneceſfary to diſcourſe of the 
wealth,power, or amplitude of this Segnio- 
rie , referring you to fundry copious and 
exact Trea <: oy written as 1t were to the lite 

of this Subie&t , which deſcribe as 1n a 
app: or Table, eucry matter obſeruable 
tor a requulite knowledge thercof. Itmay 
{athce therefore, for the opentng of a con- 
UCnient entrance mto the © HABIT which 
[| have vndertaxen to deluer vato you, 
That you doc conceiue thus much : The 
Venetian State 15 at thus preſent, (as alſo of 
long continuance) very tr ong, and not ea- 
fily to be ſhaken, their adminiſtration be-

ing tuller of Wiſedome then Force, and yet 
withall of fuch Force , as (with a Walerne 
not ouer haſtie to prouoke others ) 15 wella- 
ble to detend and maintaine their owne 
both honour and right. Their Territories 
are Jarge and ferule F though ſubiect to the 
rome of more migaty Monarchs ; Wher- 
oithe meanelt (1n courle of hoſtilttie) may 
well ſeeme {o dangerous, as they are not 
ſlightly to bee feared. And therefore it 
much concerneth that State, to {tand vp- 
on a ctrcumſpect carriage of ut felte, not ex- 
ercifing actes of enmme with ſuch their 
neere neizhbours , or miviltring to anyof 
them any ' vniuſt or offenſive occaſions. It 
hath eucrmorc eſpecially, and with ſtieſt 
correfpondence, (1t not with ,oucrmuch 
addicted obedience )aftured it (elievnto his 
Holineſſe,caſting their ancre, afwell of their 
fatetic 11 worldly diltrefies, as allo of their 


hope ofeternall Meednile into the deepe 


and deceiueable ſands oitke Romifh If 


mulation. 
This knot of league betweene the Pope 


ancl the Venetians, which oftentimes ſome 
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great oppoſingPotenrates endeuored toyn- 
tic, 15 now of late (1 will not ſay vpou an ac- 
cident, but rathervpon a very ellentiall in- 
wry offered by the Pope) ſocut aſunder, as 


that many ſtitches, and much labour of the | 


beſt apted compoſers, will not cally taſten 


or draw it together againe. It you aske 
me,what nuracle-maker hath had his hand 


in the working of this wonder ; I muſtfirtt 


auſwere you ſeriouſly that G @ D hath his 


times,aud meanes to bring to paſle his fore- 
decreed purpoſes; And vſeth out of ſmall 
beginnings, to draw the threed at length to 
his owne determined concluſion. Next, I 
will tell you merily, That it is both the Po- 
piſh ponnon prohibiting Prieſts to mar- 
ry,and the Popyſh practiſe of couering their 
habite of ſinne, vnder their habit Clericall, 
that was the Factor of tearing aſunder fo 


ſure friends. And laſtly, take this fora 


 Maxime_, That the {uperlatiuc ſupremacie 


ofthe Popes ouer-awing power , endureth 
not any touch 1n the leaſt part of his body 
Ecclefatticall, no not in {1 very heeleor 
little toe.

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In the meditation whereof, and before 
enter into my promiſed Declaration, I-can- 
not conteine my ſelte,trom powring out my 
prayers to G OD, thathe will blefle this the 
Penetians encounter of the Romiſhpride, 
with the like ſfucceſle , which it pleaſed hum 
to giueto the like aduenture, i the time of 
King F.8. when hercuiued the queſtion of 
the Popes Pontifical decrees, 8 did eiedt his 
falſe andil-gotten Supremacie, by which 
one blow ſoltroken , he hath lettypon him 
the print of his fingers euer fince. And (ure- 
ly it thus one Caprall point,ot his ſtrange,or 
rather idle Attribute of Power to diſpoſe of 
Princes, were truely battered , there would 
ſuch breaches bee made vpon him on every 
ſide,ashe would eaſily part with that which 
he accounterh his ſtrongeſt hold. You ſhall 
ſee how notoriouſly his Greatneſle, or ra- 
thervulimited Abſoluteneſle,ot Dixi e> elte 
cutus ſum, diſplaying it ſelfe n his beſt robes 
and in his Confiſtoriall power , is now be- 
come contemptible , and held as a meere 
ſcorne , by his aggrieued neighbour State, 
bound by vowesto all filiall duties, and nur-

fed vp wita the mike of Rome, cloſe at hs 
doore, in Ttaly it ſelte , where hee ſheweth 


foorth all his pageants of pompe and 9 ory, 


And that vponuttifizble occation , ad by 
proceedings vareproueable. 

Bout December lalt, the {11d free, abſo- 
lute, and vnde! pendant State of Venice, 

(hinding nothing mote necetiary for contt-

NUance,or more eltin for dionitic,then 


to {upprefle and puniſh runs often- 
dors) did lay the hands of Iuttice vpon two 
of their Cleargie1 in Clericallhabit, the one 
an Abbor, accuſed of many notonous 
crimes; The other a Canon of Yicenza, tor 


Rarity ota V Irgine, The unpriſo- 


ing and proſecuting againſt theſe rwo,was 


the frit ſtumulatory cauſe of ſplene and dui- 
fion ,.betwixt the Pope andthe Segniorie. 
The Canonilts helde the State to ſtand 
(ipſo fatto) Excommunicate , without any 
luridicall proceeding , for this their pres 
{umptuous,and [rregular vſurpation of Au- 
thoritie beyond their bounds ouer the De- 
linquent Cleargie, whomthey ought (tor- 
ſooth) to haue remitted to the Cenſure of 


their 


their owne uninediate ſuperiours. & 
The Clergie thus ſtartled, and all fpark- 
ling with heate and indignation, poſterh 
ouer their Aduertiſements of thele ſuppo- 
ſed wrongs offered the Church, vuto his 
Holineſſe; In whoſe Court, and about 
whoſe Perſon , they wanted not ſtirring I1n- 
ſtruments to cxaſperate his anger, by other 
aggravating ſuggeſtions added to the for- 


mer. The principall Agent that blowed this 


Fire, is ſu{pected to be the Cardinall Del. 
phino, one of their owneNobilitie, who (cw 
ther to wirine in that Court of Rome the 
credit of a good Churchman, or to breede 
the more awe of himſelfe in his owne Coun- 
trey, or being (as he1s) Biſhop of Vicenza, 
where the Canon was apprehended,to hold 
vp is owne Iun{diction, with what preiu- 
dice ſoeuer of the State where he was born) 
holdeth fait as it ſeemeth, the care of the 
Pope to his ſecret in{uſurrations. And as it 
viually commeth to paile , that wherethere 
is one hole already made, there eucry ſmall 
touch wil make the ſame yvider and teare it 
out farther : So fell it out in this breach: or

contention : fornow are the Venetians tur- 
ther catched at, and looked into, for tormer 
oftences againſt the Church,to make there- 
by a broader irrupnon , and ſcandall ypon 
them. y' 

rirſt,they are charged with the retention 
of Decime due vnto the Church; and tor 
their ul] attection toward their Cleargie m 
keeping them downe generally as much as 
may be, SOLE, 

Secondly,they hadpafied an A inthe 
Councell ot the Pregati, whereby 1s directly 
torbidden the leaug of any lan to Holy 
vies; ordering turther any ſuch Legacie to 
be inmeduatly fold. 

Thirdly, the State haning m penurious 
tmes takea money of -certaine Churches 
ana Hoſpitals, at v{e of fue or f1xe pro Cen- 
fo, retuſeth nowe to reſtore the principall, 
trending thatit hath bene cepayedin the ve- 
ry Intereſt _ 

Taele cauſes ad.led ynto the firſt, and 
maliznantly vrged to Þ1s Holinefle, were fo 
diltaſttul,and ſo diſtempered his affections, 
as that ſhortly after, (hauing this grudge ly-

ing heauy and vndigelted.) about Tanuary, 
i the time of Marino Grimani then Prince, 
he'commanded the Venetian Embatladour 
then reſlidentat Rome, trom hus preſence, 

forbidding him further accelie , whule the 
State which hee ſerued itood in termes of 
| contumacie agatnl(t the Church; And then 
with conuenieat ſpeede , ( the (ting ot this 
complaint ſtill egging on his ſharpneſle) he 
directed vnto the Yenetians a Monitoriall 
Breae, ( asthe'y call it) ſummoning themto 
obedience, and in detect thereof, menacing 
Excommunication of the whole State. 
This admonifhing Bricfke was by the 
Popes Nuntio not onely detended and 1u- 
iſe 19 publique,but with his Ocatory fur- 
ther recommended,as ful of wiſe and louing 
moderation,Sith,by giuing vato them bott 
tatherly aduiſe, and reſpit of repentance, it 
was rather an Argument of indulgence in 
his Maſter, then of any furious precipita- 
LON, 

Hereupon Leonards Dpnato(now Prince) 
at 73,yeresof his age, was preſently elected 
to gocin quality of extraordinary Embaſla-

dour to the Pope,otwhom ( being ready to 
depart)the deathot tne tormer Prince made 
aſtay, (notas it ſo vrgent a buſtocfle of the 
State, had gwen way to his priuate ad- 
uancement, but becauſe this zccadent did 
brig with 1t, a neceſlary excuſe of decerring 
their anſwere tothe furmmons, till they had 


made choice of another Prince,) all conful- 


tations cealing in the tre of the vacancie. 
Howbeir ( this {o ſolemne Embaſlage thus 
accidencail; reſpited.) It being thoughrfir 
11the m.eanc whiie, to apprehend and im- 
ploy all reaſonable meanes in Rome, by 
the friends ofthis Rbublique, to-remooue 
the Popes indigaauion with conuenient le= 
nies; It prooued all of fo little cfle&t, that 
tt rati:er rurned into turther exaſperation, 
partly , chrough the Popes naturall tenaci- 
tie , 1n whatſocuer hee hath once relolued, 
( which is a note of him m his Court, ) and 
partly , by the cunning of tie firſt inſtiga- 
tors,(who {ti kepta watch over him 1a thar 
bulineſie; ) but principally, by the fore-ex- 
prefſed cauſes themſelues , which in their 
oWice nature , and pondered accordiag to 

the 
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It 
the grounds of that religion, doeth not ad- 
nut any diſpenſation 1 ſuch an occaſion, 
Whereno qualifying can bee vied, without 
notorious aftront and preiudice to the 
Popes Authoriue. 

Whereupon,(after it was diſcerned that 
theſe cooling mediauions by 1aterceding 
triends ſo ſleaderly preuailed,) The State of 
Yenice and their new Pitace Leonardo Dona- 
to, (who as a private man for many yeeres 
hach had great credit i that State) elected 
tor Embatlage toward Rome, the ( aualere 
Dodo, whem they turmſhed and prouided 
with good reaſons for the wihhcation of 
the State ; Namely, Thar concerning all 
thoſe toure points, wherein they be ſo blot- 
ted with diſobedience toward the Church 
oi Rome,they haue ſutficent and 1uſtifial 1: 
allegations, out of common re«ſon , Natio- 
nall right, and priuiledges Authenrical!, 

And fpecially tor the firlt, which- ſee- 
med to pricke the very maſter veine, by re- 
ſtraining and correcting the vncleane con- 
uerſation of their lice2n0us brood of ſingle 
fornicatours, and yas otherwiſe molt 1a- 

be WR - -- 
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cenfiue, as molt derogatory tothe Popiſh 
chalenged exemprion and preheminence, 
For which were deljuered two reaſons: Firtt 
that ſome of the Popes predeceſſours haue 
zranted a power vnto them , to proceed ac- 
cording to the forme oftheir Secular Courts 
againſt the Cleargie of their owne Domi- 
n1on, H:delicFts atrocibus. ( of which nature 
theſe mult needs be accounted) Secondly, 
thatthey did not by any their wdiciall atta- 
ches, or proceedings , inhibite or impeach 
the Eccleſiaſtical wriſdiction : But fecing 
that their immediat and competent Iudges 
through fauors,negligence,or connmuecnce, 
omitted their dueties in ſuch criminall pro- 
ſecutions; that they were bound , both for 
che conſeruation of their State, and by di- 
uine Law, not-to .Jcaue malefactours vn- 
puniſhed. 

This Dodo, whom as a very choice man 
of great worth and wifdome, they had (as 
their manneris) choſen by their balls,to the 
compoſingot this buſtneſle,was alſo further 
inſtructed in ſome circumſtantiall cariages, 
As by faire ſpeech of their profelled. zealc

vnto the Church Be his Holinefle,, toral- 
{wage his angry and over-vchementinten- 
tions; And to finde out and purſue any 
hkely meanes of fauing the Popes reputa- 
tion, vvhom they might perceiue to be the 
morelitifte and vntraQable, becauſe he had 
proceeded fo farre already, as that he could 
not hanſomly make ſtop or goe backe. 

And laſtly,to paſſe ouer that impediment 
and obiection , deuſed by the Factors and 
followers of the Pope, obtruding to the Yee 
netians as a preſident what they thould doe, 
the State of Genua; (Who hath lately in di- 
vers things ſatisfied his Holineſle, ) that 
therein a difference might bee ſought our,

and inſiſted ypon, berweene the cale of this 


Common wealth,and that of Genua,({hew- 

ing it ſelfe to the Sea of Rome lo ſubiect and 

obſequious ) which example the Yenetians 

much {tomacked , and arevery ſenſitue of

The Caualiere Dodo , being 11 readt- 

, hefle to departfor Rome , it was thought fic 

to ſound firſt, whether he ſhould be recer- 

ued with all circumaftance, according to the 

, ON 
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dignitic of the State, being atraid ofa p_. 
lique ſcorne, andnicaning to proceede in 
thus buſineſle , trom pount to pount very cu« 
rioully , as pretecmucriag nopreciſe regard, 
And taking aſlurance enhec direCtly trom 
Rome, otgood acceptation in plaine deliue- 
red termes, or comfortably prefuppoling 
the ſame by a conttruction ( which might 
cably take holde of mindes well inclined) 
becauſe the Pope had ſince the Monitori- 
all, ſent tothem a congratulatorie Briefe 
(vvhich perhaps vves his complementing 
with the new Prince, ) which they recko- 
ned as ſome ſigne of his reſentiang. They 
diſpatched Dodo, vvith opinion that their 
mit Arguments would bee allowed of. He 
had as Aſſociate in theſe affaires, the then 
Embaſladour refident, that with rhe con- 
currence of both their aduies and labours, 
the deſired efte&t might bee the caſfier attai- 

ned vnto. Notwithſtanding all the dih- 
| gence and forwardnefle of both theſe Mi- 
niſters , the Pope hketo a ſhrew, themore 
earneltly thathee was inſtanced, the more 
croltely hee gaue his anſweres; And in 


the 


the end became fo ſtately, as he would ene 
dure no more debatings or enticatings, but 
with a Papal] lternneite hee proceeded to 
the publiſhing ot his Excommunncation a- = 
galalt this w hole State, chough 1 mn theſame_ 
=A made a reſ{eruation of (cuen and twenty 
dayes.tor repentance, 

The Yenetians , after notice taken of this 
extremitie , ( tin ding {o {mall likehhood of 
reducing the raging palsions of the Pope, 
to luch a pacification as might ſtand with 
their contennment'and re putation) began | 
to take yvnto them ſuch conhidence & com- - 
fort, as both the goodnefie of their cauſe, 
(which w asnothing eMe butrhe execution 
of Iuftice) and the honour of their State, 
( which bata'not vied to ſtoupe with baſe 
o>!equiouſnelle Y conld worthy inſpire 
them with. Wherem that you may knowe 
heywtherr {Puts did preſently ſparkle, aud. 
were {et on fir e, bythe tidings of theſe tul- 
minations, they forthwith publihed 1 in the 
c:icte places of the Ci ity by ſound of Trum- 
_ per3'a Produmation to this: effe&Þ, That 


wg oener bath received from Rume any Copy 
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16 
of a Papall Interdift, publiſhed there , aſwzil 
againſt the LaW of God , as avainſt the honour 
of this Common-wealth, ſhall preſently render 
it onto the Councell of Tenne , opon paine of 
deat h. | 
VVherem,! pray you,l2tme make bold to 
obſerue vato vou by way ot a Parenthelis, 
(which I have hicherto ſpared to interpole 
tor tcare of interrupting tne contexture of 
the Scone) that ths ſo grane, wdicious,and 
molt aduted Senate, detteineth and deia- 
ceth the Pope, cuen tor his ſpirituall vſurpa= 
tions, by laying vpon him the publike note 
ot haung erred againſt the word of God it 
ſelte, and that ina Confiltoriall and Cathe- 
drall concluſion (as the Schoolemen terme 
it) and that they ſticke not to reward with

Fd the Popes Nuntio to the Col- 
ledge, and gaue him knowledge thereot 
where it being, pronounced before him, by 
a Secretary of State Ex ſcripto (as 1s yſual!)

Their owne moderate proceeding with the 
Nuntio , matched in compariſon with-the 
harſh , 8 ſplenetike diſcnarge of their Em- 
baſladour, maketh that ſending away of 
him, to be almoſt as 1ll taken,by all degrees 
ot people in Venice , as the very Excommu- 
nication it ſelfe. 

The State here is lo ſetled and animated, 
as that on all ſides, yong andold, rich and 


re,Gentlemen and Arttficers,are hither- 


ro tully reſolute , to mainteine againſt the 
Pope their owne actions. They conſider 
not onely of their preſent detriment, in ma- 
king any diſaduantagious,or diſhonourable 
end, butalſo of the tuture conſequences, if 
they ſhould giue head, and addition of 
ſtrength to the Eccleſiaſtical authorine, 
which alrcady ſeemeth ouerſwolne and too 
bigge, to all the wiſer Princes and States of 


Traly. And befidesthey do readily diſcerne, 


thatin this controuerſie , the Pope will fu-

what he would doe: but the youth ſeeing it 
was now come to the queſtion of his owne 
fatetry, went downe the ſtares very quietly. 
So, {uid he,will the Popedoe , notwithſtan- 
ding this heat of words,and preſent diſtem- 
perature, when hee ſhall come to conſider

The very vulgar ſort doethdiſcourſing}y 
lay toorth and diſcipher the Popes inconſi- 
derateneſle 1n this fo hard a courſe of his 
iniwuſtice. They commemoratethe many 
buading benefits of their State collated on 

' the See of Rome. ; And particularly tor in« 
{tance and demonſtrance, how much that 
Church is to them obliged, (if there wereno 
other teſtummony ) They do m1 one notable 
matter of the truunph which Pope Alexan- 
der the third had in this Citie ouerthe Em- 
perour Fredericke BarbaroſSa, both remem- 
ber the greatneſle of their owne merite,and 
exprobrate the vnexcuſable ingratitude of 

thatrSce. In thus very place, That Empe- 
| ror who had chaſedthe Pope out of Rome, 
and ſcant lett vnto his Holineſle auy one 

hole for the Foxe to hide his head in, was 
hunſelte brought , or rather wrought to ſo 

baſe a degree of humuliation , as that he was

They 
ſpare notalſo to make particular reckoning 
of the great wealth and vaſt ſummes,which 
by the colour of his Ecclefiafticall headſhip 
is fetched from them to the Popes Cofters. 
But eſpecially , they ſpeake of their conti- 
nuance from the beginning of the founda- 
tion of their Cue , in the obſeruance of the 
Rites and Religion of the Romane Church. 
By all which and much more, as every 
mans fancie or diſpoſition ſerueth him,they 
doe amplifie the ingratitude, iniuries and = 
indiſcretion of their holy Father.

in iuſtification ofthis cauſe, or oftenſue tax- 
ings, to blenuth and blame the Pope for his 
remeritie; Itis {trange to ſce what fundry 
ſorts of gybing and biting Paſquils were let 
fly abroad in derilton of his Holineſle, But, 
amongſt the workes Apologeticall "agely 
and iudiciouſly written, Fcier Paulo hath in 
a ſet Treatiſe compoſed by him, not onely 
detended the FYenetians trom this Excom- 
munication and demands, but alſo 1n ma- 
ny points leflened rhe Authorine of the 
Pope,by ſound allegations,& by the proote 
of priuleges appertaining of right and in 
dignity vnto the State : whom it1s ſaid, that 
this Commonwealth hath rewarded for his 
labour with a good penſion ycerely during 
lite. AndIhauchkewiſe met with another 
mtel;gence, That there is on the other ſide 
made out a ſecret procefle againſt him , by

To pafle on by following the tract of 
this bulineſle fo farre as wee inde the ſame 
to haue bene drtuen,l mult tell vou of ano- 
ther chiefe Actor that hath ftepped on the 
Stage to ſhewe himſelte m this Scene. Ir 
teemed fit to adde encouragement ynto his 
Holinefle, and to hold him on 1n the courte 
of his former teruencie , whereupon tundry 
of his Cardinals , and other great Clearkes 
attending about him,with much yehemen- 
cle 1ncited him to-an ynrelenting conttancy 
againft the vnconformable Yenetians.

you ſhall haue thereof the fuſt and the lat 
words; wherein if you doe finde ſound Di- 
uinitic,and Texts of Scripture well applied, 
know that a Cardinall is the Authour , who 
perhaps hath a kindof copartnerthip with 
the Pope in that prerogatiue of neuer er- 
ring. Itbeginneth thus : Duplex eft , beate 
Pater gniniſterium Petri ; Paſcere &x occidere. 
Dixit enim ad eum Dominus,Paſce ones meas: 
audinitg, ecelo, Occide & manduca. Tne mi- 
nilteric ot Peter, holy Father,is ot two ſorts; 
To Feed and to Kill. For the Lord {aid ynto 
him, Feed my ſheepe : and hee heard trom 
heauen, Kill and cate. From Occidere, that 
pp Slay1ng or killing, &c. he inferreth the 
Popes power of Excommunucation : how 
ſtrangely or ſtrem wely, let the Diunes 
wdge: 1 promiſed you oily a narration,and 
therefore wil not be bold in any retutation. 
It conciudeth thus, Memor eſio te m Eccleſia 
poſitum eſſe in Petram , in quam omnes qui of- 
fendunt, confringentur. Reniember thy ſelte 
tO 


to bee placed inthe Church as a Rocke, a- 
gataſt the which whoſoeuer rutheth,ſhalbe 
broken to pieces. Howſocuer this making 
of the Pope a Petra, bemuch beyond their 
tormer titles of dermuation from Petrus , yet 
that application or rather amplification, ſer- 
ued well tor an apt perlwaſton,to keepe the 
Pope toan vntainting reſolution. 

How far this Letter, or other the like in 
cenſings, haue caried the Pope in his inteti- 
ons of ho|ding his hardeit hand,or of ſtrey- 
ning the ſtrength of his arme againſt this 
Segnionie, it4s notreadily to be athrmed: 
but this I can further aduertiſe you of, that 
the ſeuen and twentieth day of reſpite giuen 
to tne Yenetians for to returne into their 
bonds of obedience , by giuing to his Holi- | 
nes ſome ſatisfaction, expired on Whitſun- 
ſunday, and that it was then expected, that 
the Pope on the Munday following, would 
haue performed his blacke ceremonies be- 
longing tothe actuall tulmination of hisIn- 
terdit before mentioned. Bur there was 
Nillus irepitus, & nibil turbarum, no thing 
was done in that buſinefle, in ſo much as 
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(the expeRarion of people being fruſtrated 
by ſuch onulsion) 1t occalioned much di- 
uerſtic of voyce and rumour, according to! 
the many ſundry coniectures macte there- 
of. Some were ot opinion, that his Holes 
(with a kinde of taynting) was content to 
haue all to ſtand at a ſtay, til he could haue 
ſomeagrecable meanes oftered , for cleans 
ly auoyding of the vitermolt extremitics. 
Some thought that hee would firlt conſider 
of, and prepare his helps and aduantages, 
(which might concerne hum toput in reads 
nes, ) and fo backe his tormalties with ſub- 
ſtantialprouiſion. Others, whether to faue 
the Popes credit,or out of thei knowledge 
and experience 1n the like cauſes, athrmed, 
 thatany turther ate onthe Popes part was 
vanecetlary, ſich the firſt denunciation or 
promulgation ofthe ſaid Interdict,ſtandeth 
of irſel-cin ſuthctent force :: And that, be- 
caule the Penetians tooke no holde of the 


| fauour atoreſayd, graunted vnto them by 

4 way of reſeruation of the ſeuen and rwenty 
dayes,they remained now vtterly excluded 

from all grace, and were actually vnder the 

curſe. Thug 
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Thus this ſtandeth the ſtate 
ofthis buſineſſe, more in expectation and 
preparation, then as yetin any hoſble acti- 
on, and without any on either ſide, either 
diſcernable yeelding, or open purſuit, The 
Penetians attending in readinetle what tur- 
ther {torme his Holineſle out of the thicke 
and black cloud of his diſpleaſure wil powre 
toorth vpon them : And the Pope eagerly 
looking, that the beaſtes of the Forrelt will 
tremble when the Lion roreth. Among the 
other neighbours that be lookers on, ſome 
perhaps are ſetters on , to increaſe the con- 
rrouerlie ; others gazers on, keeping them- 
ſeluesin a dire neutralicy ; ſome it much 
concerneth to ſtop the courſe of this con- 
tention ; ſome with hollow intentions may 
ploton their owne dritts; All, though they 
difter in their particular afteions or caria- | 
ges,yet concurre in admuration of this acct- 
dent,with a diſcerning ot the finger of God 
aad his diuine prouidence, not to be pene- 
trated into by our humane imbectliitie. 

But what will be the iflue and event of 
this great ſtirre, 1tis onely knowen to him,

whois the firſt ſtirrer of all caules,and ynto 
whole fore-concluded endes, all the dritts 
and actions of men are but ſubordinate. Yet 
for that itis a cultome in humane reaſon to. 
coniecture probably,wh ereit cannot define 
a certatatie ; I wil not{ticke to acquaint you 
with the Iudgements ofthe wiſer and mott 
experienced men,that by precogitation do 
diſcourſe the ſucceſle of this bulines. Some 
thinke thatthe Pope will firſt yeeld , when 
he ſhall fnde that hee hath mtricated him- 
ſel.c wtoa trouble , which bringeth vato 
him aſſured lofle,, and is not to bee purſued. 
without extreme colt. Others,that the Ve- 
netianswil be cafily perſwaded toſubmityn- 
tothe Pope, and returne into his boſome 
tor grace , ith they beforeſo eftectually la- 
boured their reconcilement , ana Þaue not 
yet diſleuered their Iudgements in the quie- 
ſtons of Religion. Some are of opmucn,, 
that they may bee accorded by this middle 
courſe, that the Pope may grant one thing, 
and they agree to an otter, by way of per- 
mutation; thatſo each of them having in 
lome ſort their minds, they may apprehend 
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a fatisfaction in part, to be accepted {for the 
whole. Some argue that the troubles of 
Fungarie will call the Popes conſiderations 
that way , being arrived toa greatdeſpera- - 
tion and inſolencie in their rebellious de- 
mands. Moſtmen doe directly thinke,thar 
::will finally refolue into a Schiſme, becauſe 
ir cannotwell be diſcerned ; how ether par- 
tie can glue ground of reſent, without dif 
paraging..or-abaling 'of their eſtimation. | 
Same ot;more pierang inf1ght ,' and expert = 
knowledge of courſes yſuall at ſuch times, | 
doe doubt that'm concluſion will prooue 
nothing but the further intiehing of aPapes 
Nephew, or one of his brothers; of of foitiC 
vehement Cardinal], for working of this 
{ame teateof flexibilitie / inthe Popes tiffe 
concenteand&diſhke ofthe Peruetians.Othets 
do contemplate atoxcharid the ſedulitte'and 
deuotion of many well atteed,' (though 
{upertticiouſlyzealous) who doubtlefle will 
not be wanting with any their ardencie, to 
compole thus controverſie , were it but et- 
ther forfeare, leſt rhe Turke doe take occa- 
hon by ſuch diffentions to adaantage nd

aduance himſelie in Chrittendome, or tor 
ſhame, that we whom they account lo vile- 
ly of , ſhould reioyce tobchold their ruina- 
ting contentions among themlſeJues.

| by a Counter-law made at Rome, That 
whoſocuer ſhould proſecute any oi thoſe 
Lawes to execution,fſhould be and remaine 
vader the heauielt curſe of their greateſt 
Excommunication.

It cannot be obſcure to the whole world, 
That our Royall kingdome hath tor many 
yeeres together , quite expelled rhe Pope 
with his Supremacie aud ſuperſtition , 
where tae Yenettans ( tor any thing yet ot 
publique note) haue not fallen trom himmin 
any point of Religion , no not diſauowed 
his gouernance or Supremacien cauſes Ec- 
clefiaſticall, but onely excepred againſt his 
mcruſion into the right of their owue Iurif- 
diction, in cauſes on their part wſtifhable by 
all humane and Dwme rules. Yet have 
they refolued vpon,aud purſued courſes,no 
whurt inferiQur in FIgour and extreminie, to 
the ſharpeſt Lawes made with vs,in ſo long 
atime, and after ſo manifold and violent 


occafions. Yea, though the matter concer- 
ned 
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nedvs in thedeepeſt degree, cuen of (voter: 
efſet &3- oter imperaret both) our regall and 
Imperial rights lying atthe ſtake, in con- 
fict with the Papall vſurpations, and our 
Religion,Peace, luſtice and trranquillitie,be- 
ing continually infeſted by the politions, 
oppoſitions , practiſes , and inturies ot the 
Ronulſh faction.

Trials and Conuictons. Neuertheleſle, I 
condemne it not; that either feare of danger 
maketh them ſenſiriue , or that apparance 
of danger be met withall by wiſe preuen- 
tion : but if-our Governours thould driue 
the wheeles-ofTulſtice'fo furiouſly, asto pol- 
{elle and take from euery dangerous or 
ſuſpeted Subiect his whole Eſtate, thereby 
firpping and clipping wy and then 


ro 
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to ſend away his body to feeke his heart 
beyond the Seas , whither himlelte before 
had ſent it; How clamoroully , and with 
what horrible yellings would our Enemies 
cry ſhame and vengeance vpon vs all? 

The trueth 15, That there 15 no State or 
Body politique whatſoeuer, that willnotin 
43 very ſenſe ot Nature ſeeke their belt meanes 
againſt repugnant and fickneſle- breeding 
humours , and either to reduce them to a- 
mendmenc,ttit nay beor to rid them away 
by ciection when that cannot bee hoped. 
And therefore (howſoeuer we may imbrace 
—_— rather the {weete and well contenting mo- 

tions of mercy, for which princes are blef-

never boene-brreaued , cicher by Prauledge

6. is notobſerued; bur 
alſo Ire divino 1t auayleth nor, becauſe the au- 
thoritic of Excommunicaring: is: conditionate,

isno finne, Excommunication hath no-place; 
and a Sentence fulminated againſt him that 
ſinnes not, is no Sentence for defe& in the

Neither let any man be ſo grofſe of vnder- 
ſtanding to thinke, that if the Segniorie (as is 
proued) hath norofftended,neither doth offend 
in retinendo quod ſuum eff , that it docthneuer- 
thelefſe offend-in not obeying the Pope, and

perſiſting in their opinion, For conſtancicin a 
good opintonis not obſtinacie: and hethat of-

C Theeight Propoſition. 

JT is true that Pope Gregory ſayth,thar the ſen- 

tence of the Paſtor,be it1uſt or yniuſt, is to be 
feared : but this ſentence makes nothing to the 
matter. Forthere, is great: difference betwixt 
the ſentence of an. Eccleſiaſtical Indge which 
is vniuſt, and that which is,no ſentence art all, 
as moſt learnedly affirmeth Xavarra de Cenſurs 
Eccleſiaitices, Cap. 27. & Soto 4. Sentent. dift. 22. 
That the vniuſt cenſure isto be feared, but the 
cenſure thatis no cenſure is not tobe regarded, 
therefore the Cenſures publiſhed by Pope Pau- 
lus Dnints as.is ſaid; being none at all, bur like 
Scrowles formed in the VVarer and the Aire, 
that is without: foundation, ſubſtance, or mat- 
ter; I am of opinion, that you (es -aarept to 
obſerue them, ncither that you ought to. inno- 
uate any thing in your Churches therefore . 
For although Nawarra, 1n . that place recited, 
reaſoning vpon Excommunication forcelefle 


and noughr, ſaich theſe wordes : Sententis Ina;

_ Fora Concluſton letmee aduertiſe you,tha 

al:nough the Segnioricof. Venice , haue ordai- 
ned vpon paine of Jie, that all the Religious 
keepe open their Churches,and-proceed to doe 
their dueurs as they did before, yer haue they 
not done tharfor fcare : But becauſ{erharCitte 


hauing bin alwates Carholike (and now more 


 theneuer profciſeth to conſerue it ſelte fo,) rt 


will not ſuffer that in the exerciſes of pictic 
there ſhould bee any change, or that the 1ntcr- 

31l$10n thereof ſhould be occaſion of precipita- 
on vmto any 3 Which cuill the Prince is bound: 
by all meanes to remedy, by the Law of God, 
for the intereſt of the Church.

Which Priuiledges do retraQ, 
diminth,, and enlarge as pleaſeth them , when 
ncW reaſons preſent themſelues vnto them, to 
doc it co the profit of the Dominions ſubie&t 
vatothem, euen as Popes doe with the Priut- | 
ledges of Indulgences,and other things depen- 
ding vpon their Spirituall authority, the which 
they ſometimes annihilate , ſomerimes dimi- 
niſh, ſomrimes increaſe at their pleaſure. And 
becauſethe doQrine which I haue produced, is 
not mine, but all drawen out of the bookes of 
denote and Catholique DoCtors; I wil adde no 
more now forthe confirmation thereof.
